Mrs. Bowers Admits :She 


and Bickle, But Loved 


Chattanooga, Tenn., August 22.— 
Gus Bicklé, aged 30, wa’ shot to 
death early this morning by Henry 
Bowers. Six bullets from the gun 
of Bowers entered the body of 
Bickle. ‘ 

The shooting is alleged to have 
occurred -over the dual life led‘ by 
Mildred Bowers, tne wife of the 
slayer of Bickle, who readily admit- 
ted to the police that she loved beth 
men, but 10ved Bickle better than 
she did her husband. Bowers was 
arrested by Patrolmen Branson and 
Parrish and placed in the city jail 
without bond. Mrs. Sowers was 
also arrested, charged with being an 
accessory to the crime. . She was 
released on a bond of $1,000. 

The shooting occurred at’ the 
home of Mrs. Bowers, 210 East 
Twentieth street, when Bickle came 
upon Bowers talking to Mrs. how- 
ers. The husband and wife had

Paris, August 22.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.)—Sir Reginald T.

Ply him with 20,000 troops before 
he will feel justified in permitting 
the ynleqding-of munitions inténded | 
for Poland now being held up at 
Danzig, according to the ministry 
of foreign affairs. 
It is the belief of the French gov- 
ernment that an additional 5,000 
troops wiil be the maximum requir- 
ed by Sir Reginald, as there already 
are 2,000 there and the extremists 
among the population are not nu- 
merous. 

The foreign office today announc- 
ed the arrival of the gunboat Accra 
at Danzig, where she will arrange 
for the unloading of munitions be- 
ing taken there by the French 
cruiser Gueydon. 

The French government considers

Senator Answers Cox’s 
Charge of $15,000,000 G. 
O. P. Campaign Fund. 
No Special Appeal to 
Women Voters. 


Marion, Ohio, August 22.—Gover- 
nor Cox’s charge of a republican’ 
campaign fund of $15,000,000 was 
echraacterized by Senator Harding to- 
day as “absolutely untrue” and “per- 
fectly ridiculous.”

“We court fhe fullest understand- 
ing of our funds, in every respect,” 
said the republican nominee, in com- 
menting on Governor Cox’s speech 
of yesterday. “Not only are state- 
ments of excessive expenditures ab- 
solutely untrue, but as a matter of

Mrs. Pinckard.invited the solons 
to make their home in Montgomery 
during their stay in Alabama. Colo- 
ne] W. T. Sanders, of Athens, dem- 
ocratic national committeeman from 
this state, at the head of a delega- 
tion of Athens citizens, extended a 
Similar invitation, stating that the 
people. of Athens were prepared to 
throw open their homes to the leg- 
islators 50 long as they desired to 


remain in the state. Senator Oscar 
Underwood was invited today to de- 
liver an address here Monday night.

Forced to Borrow Money. 

Senator Harding added-that the

Asked whether any of the money 
raised by the national committee 
before the Chicago convention 
would be used in the campaign, he 
said it all had been expended by 
convention time, and that in mak- 
ing its arrangements at Chicago 
the ‘treasury had been compelled to 
borrow “something like a quarter 
of a million dollars.” 

The senator's attention also was 
called to Governor Cox’s charges 
that the $1,000 limit fixed by re- 
publican managers had been evaded 
by “dummy” contributions. The re- 
‘publican nominge again declared he 
would welcotg any proof of the as- 
sertion and when he was. asked 
whether the party would return 
money found to have been given 
through “dummy” contributors, he 
replied: 

“I think that is rather a far- 
fetched hypothesis.”

British Officer Killed 
Near Belfast as He Is 
Leaving Church With 
Mother and Sister. 


MOBS BURNING HOMES — 
OF IRISH NATIONALISTS 


Fire Brigades Refuse to 
Answer Calls for Help. 
Murders Reported in Va- 
rious Parts of Ireland.

Belfast, August 22.—Rioting Is in 
progress in Risburn as a result of 
the assassination today of Inspector 
Swansey. An attempt was made to 
wreck the shop of a Sinn Fein 
leader within 40 yards of the scene 
of the crimé, and only intervention 
by Ulster volunteers prevented it. 

The crowd then attacked the res- 
idence of a nationalist republican, 
who fired from window. His as- 
sailants returned the fire and 
wounded him. & 

Houses Destroyed. 

The crowds were out to burn the 
house of every nationalist in Ris- 
burn. Boards were wrested from 
windows that previously had been 
smashed and fire raiders entered 
buildings calmly to complete their 
déestruction., The local fire brigade 
declined to interfere, and the Belfast 
brigade showed reluctance to ree 
spond to calls ag seven hundred men 
from Risburn travel daily to Belfast 
to work in the shipyards. A renewal 
of trouble here is feared. 

Last night large crowds assem- 
bled outside the Cork jail and prayed 
for the hunger strikers there. Spe- 
cral prayers and masses for the men 
Were offered in all the Catholle 
churches of Cork today. 

Killed After Leaving Church, 

Police Inspector Swansey, against 
whom a verdict of wilful murder 
was given by a coroner’s jury in 
connection with the assassinaton of 
Mayor MacCurtain in. March, was 
shot dead today while proceeding 
to his home from church at Risburn, 
to which town he had been trans- 
ferred after the finding of the cord- 
ners jury. The killing of Inspector 
Swansey Wag among the most dar- 
ing of a long series. The congrega- 
tions were ‘leaving all the Protest- 
ant churcheg at the time and cone 
verging on the scené of the shoote 
ing. The officer had been with his 
mother and sister in attendance 
upon the services at Christ church, 
and had réached the corner. of Rail- 
way street, Where he resided. 

' Here three men, armed with rifles. 
confronted Swansey and fired on 
him in the presence of his horrified 
family. . Swansey fell, but. to make” 
doubly sure, the assassins discharged 
their weapons again into his body. 

Dashed for Assassins, 

Turning, the assassins ran along

for the assassins, although only 
armed with a stick.

Warsaw, August 22.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—Military authori- 
ties here announced today that the 
Polés have gaptured 35,000 prison- 
ers to date in their counter attack 
against the bolshevikl. Many guna, 
thousands of rifles, hundreds of 
amachine guns and munitions carts 
and a great number of horses also 
have fallen into their hands. Thou- 
sands of reds are thought to be cut 
off in the ‘forests, awaiting an op- 
portunity to surrender. 

A war office communication {s- 
sued today reports Polish successes 
on all parts of the battle trunt, ex- 
cepting on the extreme right, where 
General Budenny’s detachments 
have crossed the Dneister river and 
the red advance guards have reach- 
ed the Stryi on the railroad south 
of Lemberg. Fighting is réported 
northeast and east of Lemberg. At 
several points the reds have been 
repelled. 

On the northwest front, according 
to the communication, the reds who 
designed the capture of Thorn and 
the cutting off of Warsaw and 
Danzig are in full retreat. The 
bolsheviki are reported to have -suf- 
fered tremendous losses, and to be 
endeavoring to escape along the 
Prussian border in the face of the 
Polish drive, which is clearing 
Poland of reds all along the north- 
west.

Washington, August 22.—The re- 
publicans are this week in the midst 
of making those senatorial nomina-~- 
tions which, according ¢o their plans, 
if they are successful, are to in- 
crease the republican preponderance 
in the senate from’ the present ma- 
jority of two to a majority of eight 
or ten. , 

One of the seats which the repub- 
licans hope to win away from the 
democrats is that of John F. Nugent, 
In Idaho both parties will hold their 
state conventions tomorrow.

five or six candidates that one who 
would be most likély to make a S8uc- 
cessful fight against Nugent in No- 
vember. 

Whoever the republicans nomi- 
nate, the opposition to Nugent is 
apparently to be based chiefly on 
the league of tations. Reports from 
Idaho say that Senator Borah, in 
the role of republican leader of the 
state, has already been diligently 
organizing the state and making 
speeches on this issue. Borah is by 
far the ablest and best equipped of 


the league opponents in the whole 
country, and Washington has little 
doubt of his being able to dominate 
his state on this issue. 


Moyle May Oppose Smoot. 

Even aside from this issue, Nu- 
zent and the democrats would have 
a difficult time in Idaho this fall. 
Nugent won his seat six years ago 
by less than 1,000 votes. On that 
occasion he had the aid of the’ Non- 
Partisan league. This time the 
Non-Partisan leauge wil] have a 
candidate ‘of its own. 

Another senatorial seat, decidedly 
one of the most important in the 
whole body, will be determined, so 
faras the twocandidates.are con- 
cerned, this week. On Thursday 
the republicans of Idaho meet to 
nominate a successor to Senator 
Smoot. They will unquestionably 
name Smoot himself. On the fol- 
lowing Monday the democrats’ of 
Utah meet to name their candidate 
to run against Smoot. Here in 
Washington it is commonly assumed 
that the democratic nomination will 
zo to James H. Moyle, who is at 
present in Washington as an assist- 
ant Secretary of the treasury. The 
contest between these two will be 
one ot the most important in the 
country. 

Smoot is without question one of 
the two or three leading republicans 
in the senate. His long service of

The democrats base their hopes on 
the claim that within the last four 
or six years Utah has become a dem- 
ocratic state.

NO U.S. WARSHIPS 
GOING TO DANZIG; 
TROUBLE FEARED

Washington, August 22.—The re- 
treat of the bolshevik armies be- 
fore the savagely counter-attack- 
ing Poles has become a virtual 
rout, according to dispatches receiv- 
ed from Warsaw at the Polish lega- 
tion-here today. All pressure from 
the northwest upon the capital 1s 
reported to have been relieved, and 
the Polish army in its advance was 
said to be “well beyond” Brest- 
Litovsk. 

No United States Ships to Danziz. 

Published statements to the effect 
that Rear Admiral Huse’s sailing 
orders were changed “to avoid an 
active clash with Britain” at Dan- 
zig were pooh-poohed at the state 
department. Huse, aboard’the arm- 
ored cruiser Pittsburg, had origin- 
ally bee ordered to proceed to 
Danzig, tMe “free city,” which serves 
as Poland’s only port and to which 
She has access through the famous 
“Danzig corridor,” carved out of 
Germany for her by the Versailles 
conference. Late yesterday his or- 
ders were changed, ane it was an- 
nounced at the navy department 
that his base would be _ Reval, 
in Esthonia, and not Danzig, while 
other American ships would put in 
at Riga, thus giving Danzig a clear 
berth all around. 

Danzig has been the British Bal- 
tic fleet’s base during the past 
troublous months, and is the sta- 
tion of Sir Reginald Tower, allied 
high commissioner for the \“‘Free 
City,” alleged to have recently re- 
fused the French permission to 
land supplies for Poland thefe on 
the ground that he would bé - 
able to preserve order if they~did 
so. The prohibition, now that 
France and this country seem to 
have arrived at a common basis 
on the Polish situation, would no 
doubt be extended to American mt- 
tempts to aid Poland, if the “all 
available means” of the Colby note 
is translated into tangibleness. 

France Sends Cruisers. 

France is reported to have dis- 
patched two cruisers, the Mar§8eille$s 
and the. Guidon, to Danzig imme- 
diately upon being apprised of Sir 
Reginald’s decision. What the na- 
ture of their mission is or the in- 
structions to their captains may De 
in certain eventualities, the Amer- 
ican state and navy departments do 
not know. All that they do know 
is that if there is to be an “inci- 
dent” between France and Great 
Britain over the action, of the lat- 
ter’s official, they do not want our 
ships drawn into it. Hence the 
change of orders. 

The state department heads have 
under active consideration the ques- 
tion as to whether war supplies 
can not be sold to Peland fer her 
legitimate defense without the 
move being interpreted as aggres- 
sion against Russia, and thus used 
by Lenin to tighten his hold. Our 
war department, according to Sec- 
retary Baker, is “a merchant for 
all nations,’ but state department 
approval must be secured for any 
deal that envisages the shipment of 
war material] to Poland. If no way 
seems open for a war department 
sale, merchants in the United States 
may be permitted to sell supplies to 
merchants in Poland. .

SAVANNAH WOMAN 
SAYS SHOOTING 
WAS ACCIDENTAL 


. Savannah, Ga., August 22.—(Spe- 
cial.)}—Herbert Medlock is in a crit- 
ical condition at the Park View 
Banitarium here as a result of a 
mysterious shooting which occur- 
red in an automobile on the Mont- 
gomery road, at White Bluff cross- 
ing, six miles from this city, at 
4:30 o’clock this morning.

Medicine, intelligemtly prescrib- 
ed to meet the immediate require- 
ments of the patient who has heart 
trouble, is a godsend. No one can 
surmise what that medicine should 
be, if'any medicine is needed, ex- 
cept the physician who has exam- 
ined the patient personally at the 
moment. Medicine which may be a 
valuable aid in recovery and cure 
today 2nd tomorrow, may do harm 


if administered day after tomor- 
row on account of the changed 
conditions. There is no condition 
in which tampering with medicine 
proves more futile or more harm- 
ful .than in heart trouble. There 
is certainly no medicine which may 
be wisely employed for an indefi- 
nite period or for any alleged 
weakness of the heart, notwith- 
standing popular notions to the 
contrary. The improper use of such 
drugs as digitalis, strychnine or ni- 
troglycerin, a practice lightly 
adopted by some people, is re& 
sponsible for serious and sometimes 
fatal consequences. 


Another popular delusion regard- 
ing heart disease is that the sub- 
ject with a diseased heart must 
never take gny exercise or exert 
himself in any way if he can possi- 
bly avoid it. The truth {ts that 
gradually increasing doses of exer- 
cise will accomplish more in the 
way of restoration of normal func- 
tion in a case off valvular disease 
or heart muscle degeneration than 
any other known remedy, save rest 
alone. At the stage when-eircula- 
tion is seriously impaired (or as 
doctors say “compensation is lost’) 
rest in bed aad later in ®Bhair is 
usually the best remedy. But with 
gradual restoration of circulation 
and disappearance of the symptoms 
which mark “lost compensation,” 
there comes a time when further 
improvement is to _ be sought | 
through intelligently graded exer- 
cises—and here is where the skill 
and expert knowledge of the phys 
sician comes in. Be the patient 
child or adult, his physician must 
serve as a sort of physical trainer, 
prescribing precisely what exercise 
and how much is to be taken from 
day to day, according to his daily 
observation of the condition of the 
heart.

Caihoun, Ga. August 22.—(Spe- 
cilal.)—A large crowd of Gordon 
county voters filling the courtroom 
in Calhoun were addressed by Hon. 
Aldine Chambers, of Atlanta, last 


_ Saturday afternoon at 3 o’clock in a 
fringing appeal for support in the. 


campaign of Governor Hugh M. Dor- 


sey for the United States senate. 


The speaker was introduced by Rev. 
Charles S. Henderson, pastor of the 
Baptist church of Calhoun. 

Mr. Chambers started his speech 
by reading from the keynote | 
speech of Hon. Homer S. Cummings. 
delivered at the San Francisco 
convention, detailing the accom-| 
plishments of the democratic ad- 
ministration. When he had fin- 
ished this outline, he asked if there 
was any democrat there who was 
not proud of these achievements. 
Every one appeared to be. He 
then read a paragraph from the 
resolutions offered in the state con- 
vention of May 18, 1920, indorsing 
this administration for the accom- 
plishment of these very things, and 
Stated to the audience that this 
resolution was votéd down by a 
combination between the Watson 
and Smith delegates to that con- 
vention, although this very reso- 
lution gave credit to the democrat- 
ie senate, of which Senator Smith 
was a member, for participating in’ 
these measures, 

The speaker then called attention 
to the fact that Mr. Watson, who 
was in the convention of May 20, 
stated in reply to an assertion of 
General Walter Harris, that he was 
there to denounce the* democratic 
administration, and that General 
Harris thereupon asked for some 
Hoke Smith delegates to rise and 
defend the party and administra- 
tion from the attack.

He stated that a further reason 
this act was necessary and _ de- 
sirable was the fact that hundreds 
of thousonds of foreigners were 
living in this country, particularly 
in the large cities, who were re- 
ceiving the benefits and blessings 
of our institutions without making 
any sacrifices for them.

That is fu 
damental I still believe that 
the federal government has no 
right to say who shall or shall 
not vote in any erate. But all 
that is past. The nineteenth 
amendment is ratified and we 
are bound.by it. The state demo- 
cratic executive committee fixed 
the democratic white primary 
for September 8 Now under 
the constitution of the United 
States, in accordance with the 
nineteenth amendment, at least 
300,000 voters in Georgia are en- 
tifled to qualify to vote this 
year under our registration law, 
which I consider void under the 
provisions of the nineteenth 
amendment, are debarred the 
right to vote unless some im- 
mediate action js taken by the 
constituted authorities. The 
State democratic executive com- 
mittee has the right now to pro- 
vide for the participation of 
these new voters at a time when 
their votes will count for some- 
thing in the primary election 
of September 8.

FORMER SERVICE MEN 
PREY FOR SWINDLERS 


Evidence Shows ‘‘Sueker 
List”? Manipulators Class 
Them as ‘Easy Marks.” 


Washington, August 22.—Are ex- 
soldiers and sailo-s as a class “easy 
marks” or “good things” in the 
eyes of unscrupulous promoters? 

Evidence collected by govern- 


ment departments and other agen- 


here would seem to indicate 
they are so classified by the 
list’ manipulators. Right 
heels of the exposures of 
of certain war risk 
insurance ‘bureau employees, who! 
stand charged with having fleeced 
disabled men out of compensation 
due them by the government, comes 
the report that a large numbér of 
ex-soldiers have parted with their 
hard-earned Liberty bonds in ex- 
change for flossy stock certificates 
issued by various pseudo oil and 
mining adventurers. Later they 
find that while, the stock certifi- 
cates are as pretty as French cur- 
rency and girls, they are worth far 
less than ether of those estimable 
commodities appeared to be worth 
on the evening of pay day. Usualiy, 
too, the promoter has ‘“partee-d’’ 
without a forwarding address, 

The reason for this scheme of 
fleecing seems to be that the aver- 
age ex-service man on his demob- 
ilization, while possessing only the 
$60 “bonusette” and whatever back 
pay was due him, was more or less 
well supplied.with Liberty bonds. 
These he had paid for month by 
month out of his $30 and found, 
and had usually forgotten all about, 
them until the time for his dis-— 
charge in the United States when 
the bonds, paid for at par value, 
were handed over to him. 

Needs Ready Cash. 

Being in need of ready cash for 
a civilian outfit, he generally 
sought to sell his bonds, only to 
find that the bond°for which he had 
aid $100 in installments of $5 or 
10 would bring him only about 
$85 at the hands of a bond buyer. 
And then it was that the tempter 
got in his dirty work: 

“Ya see, Jack,” his line of argu- 
ment would run, “those bonds ain't 
worth what you paid for ’em while 
you was in the army. But we'll 
take ’em at their full face value in 
exchange for these stock certifi- 
cates of ours—thing’s what'll pay 
you 20 per cent dividends instead 
of the measly four and a quarter 
you get from the bonds if you hold 
onto ’em.” 

And the ex-soldier or sailor natu- 
rally fell. The promoter was often- 
times an ex-service man himself, or 
if he wasn’t he at least spoke the 
ex-service man’s language—a thing 
which the elderly Savings banker, 
with his financial technicality of 
language and his advice on. “thrift” 
and glittering promises of 3 per 
cent interest, does not. This “bud- 
dy” of his was going to let*~ him 
in on a good thing, after the gol- 
dern government had turned him 
loose into the world with bonds 
that were worth less than he paid 
for them. 

He had never wanted those 
anyway; in many cases 
Pany commander or 
had practically “held him up” to 
subscribe for them “to make a 100 
per cent showing for the outfit’— 
in reality, to cut down the amount 
of “berries” available for the ses- 
sions with the galloping cubes that 
always followed a pay day. So he 
was a friend of any man who came 
along and promised at least to take 
the darn things “off’sn” his hands. 
With the usual result. 

The savings division of the treas- 
ury department says it has issued 
warnings until it is “black in the 
face” to put a stop to the practice. 
It has gotten in touch with the 
heads of the American Legion and 
other veterans’ organizations, and 
urged them to speed the gospel of 
holding onto bonds. But it seems 
that the promoters are banking on 
the “T’ll-try-anything-once” spirit 
that made the- American soldier 
Such a “fightin’ fool’ in action to 
carry their questionable ventures 
“over the top” for them, and that 
thus far they have réached their 
objectives on pretty nearly sched- 
ule time. 

Another scheme evolved to sepa- 
rate money from ex-Service men is 
used on wounded men exclusively.

Re- 
ceipts of dairy products were only 
slightly in @xcess of requirements, 
and, With all surplus of desirable 
qualit¥ readily absorbed for stor- 
age purposes, prices of butter and 
eggs showed some improvement. 

Quotations of practically all iron 
and steel products are. sustained, 
and advances have been named in 
some instances, but disquieting ad- 
vices regarding conditions in mer- 
chandising channels continue to 
dominate the cotton goods markets, 
and the prevailing tone jis. still 
easy. Sentiment in hides and leath- 
er remains reactionary, whereas a 
better feeling seems to be develop- 
ing in rubber and stlk.
